Mr. Ballin 
continuing declared the committee 
did not carry out the wishes of the 
meeting of February 20th. Messrs. 
Hodgton and Pox acted in various 
ways, without consent of meeting, 
He referred to the meeting at his 
home, to decide on the acceptance or 
rejection of the work. Then he 
referred to four subscription blanks 
he had sent to Bishop Potter, Mrs. 
Nelson, Mr. Parker, and one other 
party. They had pledged various 
Amounts Which had not been received 
when the committee closed its work, 
and he claimed that he was entitled 
tO afterwards collect tin* amounts 
thus pledged. It was for this reason 
that he at first refused the receipt for 
the final payment. His next charge 
related to a letter to Mr. Jones, aslc- 
ing if the money had been received 
from Bishop Potter, to which he 
received no reply. He said the com- 
mittee had no right to decide that all 
money collected after a certain date 

should be presented to Rev. Dr. 

Qallaudet, as at the general meeting 
it was pledged to go to the artist.
